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Inventorship 

In view of the papers filed June 17, 2002, it has been found that this 
nonprovisional application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, 
improperly set forth the inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been 
corrected in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(a). The inventorship of this application has 
been changed by the addition of David S. Utley and Ronald G. Lax as inventors. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination 
(OIPE) for issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of the file jacket and 
PTO PALM data to reflect the inventorship as corrected. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the mapping and 
treatment electrodes located on the support member must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 76-79 and 93-95 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because 
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the claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. These claims recite a 
positive effect of the device on tissue thereby positively reciting the connection of the 
device to tissue. Human tissue is non-statutory subject matter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 83-87 and 98-102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as 
to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification 
fails to disclose or show the plurality of mapping and treatment electrodes located on 
the support member as set forth in these claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 74-103 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

With regard to claims 74 and 90, it is unclear how a single electrode may be 
located on a plurality of arms as set forth in the claims. It appears that a single 
electrode could only be coupled to a single arm. 
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Claims 76-79 and 93-95 are unclear with the scope of the claim. These claims 
recite apparent method steps and also appear to be positively reciting human tissue. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 74-80, 86-95 and 101-103 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Avitall ('493). 

Avitall discloses a mapping/ablation device comprising a support member (18) 
with a mapping device (20) located on the support member. The mapping device (20) 
includes a plurality of arm members (28) which have a deployed and non-deployed 
state. A plurality of mapping and treatment electrodes are located on the plurality of 
arm members. While the Avitall device fails to disclose its use to treat sphincter and 
stomach tissue, the examiner maintains that the Avitall structure is identical to that set 
forth in the rejected claims and is inherently capable of being used in the same 
procedures. 

Claim 104 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Abele et al 

('311). 

Abele et al disclose a mapping/ablation device which comprises a support 
member (20) on which is supported a plurality of mapping/treatment electrodes (see 
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Abstract). In particular, Abele et al disclose a treatment electrode (56) which may be 
advanceable into tissue. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 81, 82, 96 and 97 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Avitall ('493) in view of the teaching of Imran ('1 51 ). 

The Avitall device has been addressed previously. Avitall fails to specifically 
disclose a feedback system for controlling the mapping and treatment functions based 
on sensed parameters. 

Imran disclose a very similar mapping/ablation apparatus which further discloses 
the use of a feedback control means to control the delivery of energy to tissue (see 
columns 9 and 10). 

To have provided the Avitall device with a feedback means to automatically 
control the output of the electrodes would have been an obvious modification for one of 
ordinary skill in the art in view of the teaching of Imran . 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
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USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1 994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 104-106 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-88 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,056,744. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because the use of mapping electrodes to first detect tissue is 
deemed an obvious consideration for one of ordinary skill in the art, particularly in view 
of the Edwards disclosure.
